Dear County Commissioner: 

As a condition of receiving federal acquisition/demolition project grant funding since 2002, the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) has required local jurisdictions that complete these 
types of Mitigation projects, to submit a “Deed Restriction Property Monitoring Report” eveiy three 
years to the FEMA Regional Director via the State. In this report, local jurisdictions must certify that 
the deed restricted property was inspected within the month preceding the report and that the property 
continues to be maintained consistent with the provisions of the federal grant. These properties are 
deed restricted to uses compatible with “open space” purposes. If any deed restriction discrepancies 
are noted during the inspection, the local jurisdiction must take action to bring the property back into 
compliance within 60 days. 

The Missouri State Emergency Management Agency (SEMA) serves as the conduit through which 
these reports must be submitted. If your jurisdiction completed a FEMA flood buyout project prior to 
2002, please consider this correspondence a reminder of the deed restrictions that exist for perpetuity 
on each of the properties. 

Our records indicate that your jurisdiction has received federal funds to conduct a flood buyout project 
since 2002, thus owning one or more of these deed-restricted properties. Therefore, please complete 
and return the enclosed verification form no later than March 3.2017 in order to comply with the 
FEMA monitoring/reporting requirements.
